Our great Pre/ate did not, as ſome 
more ambitious than worthy, a-

prefling upon his Majeſty for (impor. 
tunate) Diſpenſations, (which are al- 
wayes

Churches Regiſter, I find not one dif: 
penſation for him 1n all the time he 
continued Prebend;which was about 
36 Tears.

I John Coſi, an humble Mimiſter in 
the Church of God, and by the per- 
14 miſton 
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miſſion of the moſt High now Biſhop 
of Durham, not putting my hope in 
this preſent life, but ever aſpiring to 
that other (which 1s to come) eter- 
nal in the Heavens, and which by 
the mercy of God ere long I hope ta 
obtain, and humbly praying for the 
ſalvation of my own Soul, that 
through the merits of Jeſus Chriſt, 
the Son of the living God, our only 
Redeemer and Mediator, all mine 
offences be forgiven me; being of a 
ſound mind,out of a ſincere heart, do 
make, ordain and conftitute this Te- 
ſtament, containing my Laſt Will, in. 
this form as followeth. 

Firſt of all, I heartily thank our 
Lord God Almighty, that he hath 
vouchſafed me to be born in this life 
of faithful and vertuous Parents 3 and 
that it hath pleaſed him that I ſhould 
be Regenerate (and born a new in 
his Church ) unto Life Eternal by the 
holy Laver of Baptiſm, which he hath 
inſtituted ; and that he hath inſtru&- 
ed me from my Youth in ſound do- 
rine, and hath made me partaker 
of his Saints, that he hath imprinted 
19 
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in my mind a Faith not ſeigned nor 


dead, but true and living, together 
with a firm confidence, that hereafter 
I ſhall be brought unto eternal life 3 
which Faith doubtleſs confiſts 1n this, 
That we adore and worſhip one God, 
and believe in him, and in him whom 
he hath ſent, his moſt beloved Son 
the Eternal Word, begotten before 
all Ages, Jeſus Chriſt our Lord 3 who 
for us and for our Salvation took fleſh 
of the fnoſt bleſſed Virgin Mary (the 
Holy Ghoſt over-ſhading her) in this 
life, and was made man, afterward 
was born, ſuffered , was crucified, 
dead and buried, and after he had 
deſcended into Hell, roſe again from 
his Grave, and leading captivity cap- 
tive, aſcended into Heaven , where 
fitting at the right hand of God, he 
reigneth for ever 3 but ſent. from 
thence the Holy Ghoſt (in whom we 
ought equally to believe) proceed- 
ing from the Father and the Son, by 
whom he moſt bountifully gave gifts 
unto men, and founded his Catholick 


Church in the Communion of Saints, - 


ja the Divine Sacraments, in true 


Faith, | 
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Faith, ſound Doctrine; and Chriftian' 
Manners; together with the remif- 
ſion of Sins, to be conferred on all 
the Godly, | and that in the ſame 
Church bring forth fruits meet for 
Repentance ;5 to whom alſo when in 
the laft day of the world he ſhall 
come from Heaven to raiſe the dead 
and judge all, he will give eternal 
happinets; bur to the reft that are In- 
fidels , or that have lived according 
to the fleſh, and would not repent or 
be converted, he will mth& eternal 
puniſhment. In this Fatth, which is 
the ſummary and moſt abſolute A- 
bridgement of all the Holy Scripture 
( Jude ver. 3.) once delivered to the 
Saints, and which the Apofttes and 
their Succeſlors have ſpread abroad: 
and derived down even to us, t pro- 
fes my ſelf to live, and that I may 
perſevere- in it conſtantly without 
doubting unto my laſt breath is my - 
darly prayer; m the mean time ſfeck- 
ing after Unity by preſervmg the 
bond of Peace and Love with. all 
Chriſtians every where , who among' 
the great Evils, Diſtratians and Ca- 

lamities 
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Jamities of the Church (which truly 
I cannot but heartily bewail) entire- 
ly receive this Faith, and call no one 
+ part of it in queſtion. I hope alſo 
through the goodneſs of God and 
Chriſt, God and Man our Saviour, 
that all they that have together with 
us fincerely believed theſe things 
that are revealed and delivered from 
Gad, and have hved a Godly life, 
ſhall be ſaved in the great day of the 
Lord: who although they are not 
able ta give an account, or explain 
the manner of every of them, nor re- 
ſolve the queſtions raiſed about them, 
and though perhaps when they en- 
deavour it they cannot avoid ſome 
miſtakes, and be altogether free from 
errour. 

But whatſoever Hereſtes or Schifms 
heretofore , by what names foever 
they be called; the antient Catholick 
and Univerſal Church of Chrift with 
an unanimous conſent hath rejeted 
and condemned, I do in like manner 
, condemn and rejed ; tagether with 
all the modern Fautors of the ſame 
Herefies , Sectaries and Phanaticks, 

| wha 
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who being carried on with an evil. ' 
Spirit do falſely give out they are in- 
ſpired of God : The Hereſtes and 
Schifmes, I fay of all theſe, I alſo as 
moſt addiced to the Symbols,Synods 
and Confefhions of the Church of 
England , or rather the Catholick 
Church;do conſtantly renounce, con- 
demn and reject. Among whom [I 
rank not only the Separatiſts ,- the 
Anabaptiſts and their Followers, 
(Alas) too too many, but alfo the 
New Independents and Preſbyterians 
of our Countrey, a kind of men hur- 
ried away with the ſpirit of Malice, 
Diſobedience and Sedition, who by 
a diſloyal attempt (the like whereof 
was never heard ſince the world be- 
gan ) have of late committed ſo many 
great and execrable Crimes, to the 
contempt and deſpite of Religion, 
and the Chriſtian Faith, which how 
great they were without horrour 
cannot be ſpoken or mentioned. 
Moreover I do profeſs, with holy 
aſleveration and from my very heart, 
that I am now, and have ever been 
from my youth altogether free and 
© averl(e _ 


go - - [> 


averſe from the corruptions and im- 
' pertinent new-fangled or, papilſtical 
(fo commonly called ) ſuperſtitions 
and doftrines, and new ſuperadditi- 
ons to the Ancient and Primitive Re- 
ligion, and Faith of the moſt com- 
mended, ſo Orthodox and Catholick 
Church, long ſince introduced, con- 
trary to the Holy Scripture, and the 
Rules and Cuſtomes of the ancient 
Fathers. 

But in what part of the World ſo- 
ever any Churches are extant, bear- 
ing the name of Chriſt, and profeſling 
the true Catholick Faith aud Religi- 

on, worſhipping and calling upon 
' God the Father, the Son and the 
Holy Ghoſt with one heart and voice, 
"if any where I be now hindred aQu- 
ally to be joyned with them, either 
by diſtance of Countries, or variance 
amongſt men, or. by any other let 
whatſoever 3 yet alwayes in my mind 
and affection I joyn and. unite with 
them which I deſire to be chiefly 
underſtood of Proteſtants, and the 
beſt Reformed Churches ; for where 
the foundations are ſafe, we may al- 
low,

low, and therefore moſt friendly,qui= || 
etly and peaceably fuffer, in thoſe 
Churches where we have not Antho- 
rity , a diverfity as of Opinion ſo of 
Ceremonies about things which do 
but adhere to the Foundations, and 
are neither neceſſary or repugnant 
ro the pradtice of the Umverfſal 
Church. As for all them who 
through Evil Cornfel have any way 
inveighed againſt, or calumniated 
me, andeven yet do not forbear their 
mvectives, F freely pardon them, and 
earneſtly pray to God, that he alfo 
wauld be pleafed to forgrve them, 
and mfprre them with a better mmd. 
Fn the: mean while, F take it to be 
my duty, and of all my Brethren, _ 
eſpecially the Biſhops and Miniſters 
of the Church of God, to do our 
uemolt endeavours, according to the - 

_ meaſtre of Grace which is given to 
every one of us, that at laſt an end 
may be pat to the differences of Re- 
Iigion, or at leaft that they may be 
leffene&, and that we may follow 
Peace with all men and Holineſs; 
which that it may be accompliſhed 
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- very ſpeedily, God the Author of 
Peace and Concord grant, whoſe 
- Infinite Mercy I humbly  beſeech , 
that he would cleanſe me, who was 
conceived in Sin and Iniquity, from 
every ſpot and corruption of. hu- 
mane frailty z- and that through his 
great clemency he would make me 
who am unworthy to become wor- 
thy, and that he would apply to 
me the Paſſion and infinite Merits 
of his moſt beloved Son Jeſus Chriſt 
our Lord, to the expiating of all 
mine Offences; that at the laſt hour 
of my Life, which I daily look for, 
I may be carried by his Holy Angels 
into Abrahams boſame , and being 
placed in the fellowſhip of his Saints 
and Ele&, may fully enjoy Eternal 
Felicity. 


Having now declared what . be- 
longs to my Religion, and the 
State and Salvation of my Soul, 
which I have now delivered 
here in Latine : The reſt that 
belongs to my Burial, and the 

: diſpoſal of my Temporal Eſtate,
